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Prison is 
criticised 
following 
suicide 

A YOUNG Welshpool man 
died two days after he was 
sent to a “particularly dan¬ 
gerous prison” in the Mid¬ 
lands. 

Adam Rushton, 20, com¬ 
mitted suicide at HMP 
Brinsford after being sent 
there in 2009 despite a psy¬ 
chiatric report that identi¬ 
fied him as a suicide risk. 

The deaths of young pris¬ 
oners like Adam are now the 
subject of an independent, 
government-backed review. 

And Adam’s family say 
his death should be used 
as a stark example of how 
the prison system is letting 
down vulnerable young peo¬ 
ple. 

The chief inspector of pris¬ 
ons has named Brinsford as 
the single worst jail he has 
visited since he started the 
job in 2010, prompting calls 
for its closure. 

Adam’s mother Annette, 
who with husband David 
adopted Adam when he was 
seven, has spoken of the cat¬ 
alogue of administrative er¬ 
rors which meant his risk of 
harm was not spotted. 

Adam was placed into 
a cell on his own, where 
another inmate had killed 
himself just days earlier. 
Two days later he hanged 
himself from the bars of his 
bunk bed.

PLANS to expand Hope House Children’s Hospice are on 
ice with bosses blaming the financial climate. 

The chief executive of the Morda based hospice, which cares for ter¬ 
minally ill children and young adults, says it will not be able to expand 
further in the current climate. 

Andy Goldsmith said the hospice needs to raise £5million a year to keep running, with 
only Jtlmillion of that coming from government and health board funding. 

Mr Goldsmith said as it stands the charity, which cared for 650 families last year alone, 


will not be able to expand any further, despi 

He told members of Oswestry Rural Par¬ 
ish Council on Tuesday night that despite 
large expansion in recent years, including 
the opening of Ty Gobaith hospice in Conwy 
and a counselling service for youngsters af¬ 
fected by the death of a loved one, any fur¬ 
ther moves are on ice. 

Lottery 

He said: “We have to raise about £5mil- 
lion a year and of that we raise about £lmil- 
lion from out lottery and the charity shops, 
which currently bring in about £500,000 a 
year. 

“We have 15 charity shops and are look¬ 
ing at opening more and although I do 
appreciate people don’t always see that as 
good news for the high street, they are vital 
to our fundraising in a really competitive 
market. 

“In addition to this we get about £lmillion 
from the Welsh Assembly and local health 
boards, although this is never guaranteed 
for any period longer than 12 months due 
to budget restraints. 

“This then leaves us with somewhere in 
the region of £3million to find each year

from generous donations from members of 
the public. Our research shows the average 
donation to be about £60 to that is an awful 
lot of people we hope are kind enough to do¬ 
nate each year.” 

He added: “Sadly though we don’t have 
enough money for any grand expansion 
which is what we would really like to do. 

“Every year we care for more and more 
people and last year alone dealt with 650 
families and we need to run a steady ship, 
offering the best quality care that we can.” 

Mr Goldsmith said the hospice previously 
dealt with children who were not expected 
to reach the age of 18, but now regularly 
cared for youngsters up to the age of 25. 

He added: “I think there is scope for this 
side of things, maybe not in the Oswestry 
are but maybe in the Telford & Wrekin area 
but with things the way they are it would be 
very difficult. 

“We could afford to probably build some¬ 
where, but not to then run it.”

BOSSES at Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital 
want to increase its share of patients in the 
region by 10 per cent in the next five years. 

The hospital is already first choice for patients in 
Shropshire, but now it is hoping to attract more pa¬ 
tients from Mid Wales, Cheshire and Staffordshire. 

In its bid to woo more patients the hospital is using new 
technology, from DVDs that patients can watch to social 
media. 


Board hears 
hospital met 
its financial 
challenges 

OSWESTRY Orthopaedic 
Hospital has met its end of 
year targets, including a £1 
million surplus in its financ¬ 
es. 

The news was given to 
members of the hospital’s 
foundation trust board 
meeting. But trust board 
members agreed to look for 
more savings over the com¬ 
ing months. 

Finance director John 
Grinley said: “We concluded 
the year making a surplus of 
£250,000 in March, to bring 
the overall total for the year 
to £1.02 million which was 
fractionally ahead of our 
target. 

“We are now rated at the 
lowest financial risk nation¬ 
ally and things are positive,” 
he said. 

“However we can not 
rest on our laurels. There 
was good activity in March 
which made sure we nailed 
that £1 million target. 

“That was very impor¬ 
tant to do. However it was 
tighter than we wanted it 
to be.” 

The hospital spent £2.5 
million on capital projects. 


Katrina Morphet, market¬ 
ing manager at the hospital, 
told the foundation trust 
that a strategy had been 
developed to update the 
marketing of the specialist 
hospital. 

“The aim is to improve 
patient share by 10 per cent 
over the next five years,” 
she said. 

Mrs Morphet said that 
various methods to en¬ 
courage more patients and 
doctors to look at the Ortho¬ 
paedic. 

Study 

Study days are held 
within the hospital for med¬ 
ical experts, including GPs 
with the most recent one on 
spinal problems. Staff also 
go out to various medical 
events across the regions. 

Members of the trust 
board were shown one of 
the nine DVDs - staying 
awake during shoulder op¬ 
erations - that are available 
for patients to watch on the 
hospital website. 

They heard that the one 
explaining day care surgery 
had been watched 1,177 
times in the past seven 
months. 

Mrs Morphet said that 
hospital website was also 
being revamped with the 
new look site expected to be 
launched next month. 

Trust board chairman 
Russell Hardy said he would 
like to see the DVDs availa¬ 
ble outside the website, for 
example on YouTube.

A senior citizen’s club is the latest

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Meeting 
hears of 
fears on 
drilling 

CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
drill for gas could eventual¬ 
ly lead to the “industrialisa¬ 
tion of the rural areas” of 
the county, a public meeting 
heard. 

Andrew West from cam¬ 
paign group Frack Off also 
claimed drilling for shale 
gas could have wider im¬ 
plications for tourism and 
the economy in Shropshire 
while also adding to climate 
change problems. 

He was speaking at a pub¬ 
lic meeting held at the Her- 
mon Chapel in Oswestry to 
discuss the proposals for 
land at Dudleston, near 
Ellesmere. 

Campaigners told the 
75 people attending the 
meeting that such plans 
had caused huge problems 
already in other countries 
such as the USA and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The plan has been put for¬ 
ward by Dart Energy which 
aims to stage exploratory 
drilling for Coal Bed Meth¬ 
ane (CBM). 

Campaigners fear the 
drilling for CBM could lead 
to controversial “fracking”, 
or hydraulic fracturing, for 
shale gas in future years, a 
claim the company has de¬ 
nied. 

Mr West said told the 
meeting: “This leads to the 
industrialisation of the rural 
areas. We have already seen 
it in other countries, such as 
the USA.”

Ambulances are 
facing delays at 
hospitals across 
the welsh border 

AMBULANCES helping out across the 
Welsh border are having to queue for up 
to three hours outside Wrexham’s Maelor 
Hospital, putting patients in the county at 
risk. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service said 
the issue was causing concern, because it 
was increasingly being asked to step in. 

The problem was highlighted byJohn 
Wright, Shropshire’s assistant general 
manager for the West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, at a recent meeting of the 
Oswestry Health Group. 

He said that the Welsh Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice was increasingly asking for help to 
cover north and mid Wales border areas, 
with an average of one request every day. 

“It is certainly a concern for us,” he said. 

“The longer we leave a vehicle outside 
the areas the more workload that falls onto 
the others. 

“We have to pull responders from other 
parts of the county to cover that and that 
puts a risk on the patients still in the 
county. 

“There is concern when we take patients 
to Wrexham they can’t even get through 
the door, they have to wait in the back of 
the ambulance for a bed and that is a con¬ 
cern for the patient as well as us. 

“It’s not the place you want to be, when 
you get to the hospital you want to be in the 
hospital and being seen to.” 


“I believe that without a Town Council 
such as ours, Oswestry would be a much 
poorer place.” 

Councillor Schofield said that he was 
delighted that the multi million pound 
Smithfield scheme, to rebuild the town’s 
livestock market and also provide a retail 
and leisure park with superstore and cin¬ 
ema, had started. 

“This is a conclusion of many years of ne¬ 
gotiation, frustration, legal challenges and 
many planning applications. 

“Importantly, it will provide new facil¬ 
ities such as restaurants, cinema and re¬ 
tail and give every incentive for Oswestry 
Livestock Market to be at the forefront of 
the local agricultural industry which is so 
important to this town, its economy and its 
community. 

Exciting 

“Although controversial in the planning 
stages, it is exciting and encouraging to see 
that in difficult financial times, individuals 
and companies are prepared to invest in 
Oswestry and show us their confidence in 
the town and its future.” 

Councillor Schofield said he was also 
looking forward to a new Innovation Park 
that was being promoted by Shropshire 
Council. 

“This also demonstrates that good things 
are happening to this town and we should 
embrace them as far as possible. We need 
jobs to underpin our local economy and 
local services. 

“We have placed a great priority on the 
viability and vitality of our town centre 
and, in meeting that commitment, we have 
invested in new Christmas lighting and 
arranged significant events for the town, 
including Oswestry Christmas Live, Con¬ 
tinental Markets, Oswestry Youth Music 
Festival, Summer Band Concerts, Love 
Your Local Market events. 

“Whatever the future is to be, then I am 
sure that Oswestry Town Council will have 
a key role within the shaping of it.”

IT’S A sad day when we hear 
that plans to extend the servic¬ 
es offered by the brilliant Hope 
House Children’s Hospice are 
being put on ice. 

But that’s the situation an¬ 
nounced by the chief executive 
this week with the gloomy finan¬ 
cial climate to blame. 

The organisation relies heavily 
on private funding and the harsh 
reality is that people have been 
forced to tighten their belts and 
less charitable donations are be¬ 
ing made. 

It’s a great shame that ex¬ 
pansion plans for such a worthy 
cause are being put on hold. An¬ 
yone who has witnessed at first 
hand the remarkable work done 
by Hope House will know just 
how important it is for the organ¬ 
isation to continue growing. 

Chief executive Andy Gold¬ 
smith said the hospice needs 
to raise £5million a year just to 
keep running, with only £1 million 
of that coming from government 
and health board funding. 

He said the charity, which 
cared for 650 families last year 
alone, will not be able to expand 
any further, despite the need for 
a young adult facility. 

Raising £5million per year is 
a massive task for the organi¬ 
sation and you can nor measure 
in monitary terms the value of 
Hope House to so many families 
at their times of greatest need. 


For those opposing wind 
farms there was brilliant news 
this week from Conservative 
headquarters. In a vote-winning 
move the party has pledged that 
should they win power again on¬ 
shore wind farms will be a thing 
of the past. 

Scrapping subsidies for wind- 
farms would remove the reason 
for their very existence as profit 
making businesses. 

It was also announced that the 
Conservatives would pass pow¬ 
ers to county councils over wind 
farm planning applications. 

The sad thing is that it might all 
have come too late to save Mid 
Wales. Time will tell. 


Spring has well and truly 
sprung as anyone who is a driv¬ 
er will know. Just where did all 
those tractors come from all of a 
sudden? 

It doesn’t seem to matter what 
time of day you travel, there is 
always a tractor somewhere up 
ahead holding everyone up.

FOR several years, Mid 
Wales had been threatened by a 
group of rapacious energy giants 
and an all-powerful, unaccount¬ 
able National Grid. 

They have been determined 
to build a new 400kv cable car¬ 
ried on 150 feet high steel tow¬ 
ers from North Shropshire to 
mid-Montgomeryshire, enabling 
around 500 new wind turbines 
and 100 miles of new 132kv ca¬ 
bles to go ahead. 

The people of North Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales have been 
living in the shadow of a huge 
black cloud. Some thought it 
pointless to resist such powerful 
enemies. But many of us decid¬ 
ed to fight to the bitter end. Bet¬ 
ter to go down fighting than be 
bullied into submission. It’s been 
a hard road to walk. 

Last week we achieved our 
first big victory. The Conserva¬ 
tive energy Minister, Michael Fal¬ 
lon, backed up by Prime Minister 
David Cameron, announced that 
if the Conservatives win power 
at the next General Election in 
a year’s time, subsidies for new 
onshore wind farms will be abol¬ 
ished. 

This would remove the prin¬ 
ciple reason for their existence. 
Onshore wind farms are a means 
for huge energy businesses to 
cream money from the bill pay¬ 
ing public. 

The Minister also announced 
his intention, were the Conserv¬ 
atives to win power in 2015, that 
in future local authorities would 
decide planning applications. 

The abomination of local de¬ 
mocracy, where local councillors 
refuse planning applications for 
wind farms, only for a planning 
inspector and minister to over¬ 
rule on appeal would be no 
more. Power over what happens 
to rural Britain would be returned 
to the representatives of the 
people who live there. 

Over the last few years I have 
spoken in the House of Com¬ 
mons asking for the Government 
to adopt this policy on onshore 
wind. All Government targets for 
onshore wind have been met. 
There is no need for any more. 
Enough is enough. 

A few weeks ago I met David 
Cameron at a private meeting 
where we talked through the is¬ 
sue at length. He has delivered 
everything I wanted. It’s now in

Lessons to learn from 


death of tragic Adam 


welcome for prison review 
from woman who adopted 
the suicide case youngster 
- David Banner reports 


ADAM Rushton was just 20 
years old when he hanged him¬ 
self from the bars of his bunk 
bed in a notorious young of¬ 
fender institution. 

He’d been in trouble with the 
police, on and off, for three or four 
years; his latest misdemeanour be¬ 
ing the petty theft of a mobile phone. 

Concerns mounted over his mental 
health, and after he was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital for overnight 
observation, a psychiatric nurse warned 
the courts he would be a suicide risk if he 
was sent back to jail. 

But magistrates were unmoved, and 
sentenced him to nine weeks of custody 
at Brinsford, near Wolverhampton. 

Two days later, Adam Rushton took his 
own life . . . 

The catalogue of administrative errors 
surrounding the case, which are now 
the subject of an independent, govern¬ 
ment-backed review, were investigated 
in by an uncompromising BBC documen¬ 
tary Death Behind Bars. 

It revealed how the psychiatric report 
which would have set alarm bells ringing 
was not sent with Adam to the young 
offenders institution, and when it was 
eventually faxed across the next day, it 
went straight into his file without being 
read by any of the prison officers on the 
front line. 

Staff who had earlier checked Adam’s 
blood pressure also failed to notice the 
significance of scars left behind from 
self-harming, and they gave him his own 
cell - the very same place where another 
inmate had hanged himself just days ear¬ 
lier.

After a troubled childhood when 
he was abused and neglected, Adam 
was adopted at the age of seven by 
Welshpool couple David and Annette 
Rushton. 

Annette, a well-known local figure 
who was awarded the MBE five years 
ago for her tireless and lengthy services 
to healthcare as matron of the Severn 
Hospice in Shrewsbury, has opened her 
heart to speak of her torment, sadness 
and regret at Adam’s death, which hap¬ 
pened back in 2009. 

She told how, as a young boy, Adam 
was so timid in the first few weeks that 
he hid behind their sofa. 

Gradually, he began to reveal snip¬ 
pets of his troubled childhood - how he 
stole milk from a neighbour’s doorstep 
to feed his two younger brothers, dur¬ 
ing difficult times which cast a dark 
shadow over the rest of his tragically 


short life. 

“However we tried, if he saw some¬ 
thing he really wanted or thought he 
needed, he would help himself,” An¬ 
nette revealed. 

Adam left David and Annette’s home 
at the age of 16 and ended up at a 
hostel in Newtown, where he began to 
smoke marijuana and use harder drugs. 

Over the following four years, he was 
sent to young offender institutions no 
fewer than 10 times, and became well 
known by police. 

Annette said: “There was no way 
you could say his sentences were un¬ 
deserved, but he needed treatment, not 
prison.” 

That’s why she welcomes the start of 
an independent review, headed by Lord 
Harris of Haringey, which is due to re¬ 
port its findings early next year. 

“I remember when we went to visit 


Adam in prison we looked around and 
there were hundreds of Adams - the 
same eyes, the same troubled souls. You 
could see half of them shouldn’t have 
been in prison. 

“We never gave up on him because 
we loved him so much. I always hoped 
Adam would change and I think he did 
too. He wanted to be good, have a job, 
get married and have a family. 

“When we were given his personal ef¬ 
fects there was an application form for 
Tesco among them.” 

The Brinsford institution, at Feather- 
stone near Wolverhampton, which along 
with Stoke Heath near Market Drayton 
takes the majority of Shropshire and 
Mid Wales’ young offenders, has been 
condemned by chief inspector of prisons, 
Nick Hardwick, as the worst he’s seen 
in England and Wales in his four-year 
tenure. 

He branded it a squalid and dangerous 
jail where inmates spent as little as 10 
minutes outside of their cells in the day, 
saying: “This was a particularly danger¬ 
ous prison. 

A new governor has been appointed 
since the inspection. 

The charity Inquest, which monitors 
deaths in custody and assisted with the 
programme, has long been calling for a 
review into young deaths in prison. 

Perhaps words will finally turn into 
actions on this occasion. But even if 
they do, it will all come far too late for 
Annette Rushton, who took a diploma 
in counselling when she left the Severn 
Hospice after 19 years as its matron. 

She says: “I miss Adam every day. 
There is a huge hole in our lives now 
because he should still be here causing 
mayhem, but he isn’t. It should never 
have happened. 

“How many inquests have there been 
now for deaths in young offenders insti¬ 
tutions? How many recommendations? 
But it is still happening. 

“It feels like nobody really gives a 
damn, like nobody really cares.”

WILL CHILDREN STILL BE SOLE BENEFICIARIES OF MY WILL IF I REMARRY? 

Q: My first wife and I left everything to each other in our Wills, but after she died I made a new Will leaving everything to our three sons. Now I am planning to marry 
again. My new partner also has grown-up children who are the sole beneficiaries of her Will. We plan to live in my house after we are married and rent her house out, 
so if anything happens to one of us the other can revert to living how we did before. Do we need to update our Wills to ensure that our respective children will remain 
sole beneficiaries of our respective Wills as they are now? 

A: Once you marry your existing Will is automatically revoked, leaving you intestate. So if you wish your children to inherit everything on your death you will need to 
make a new Will.

Including a Life Interest Trust in your Will would enable you to offer your new wife some security by giving her the right to receive the income generated by your cash 
assets and/or the right to live in your house during her lifetime whilst allowing you to control the ultimate destination of your capital assets. You can state the terms 
under which she can remain in the house - until she dies, or remarries - at which point the house will pass to your chosen beneficiaries i.e. your three sons. 

By setting up a Life Interest Trust you can also effectively ring fence the funds and assets held within it and therefore prevent them from being taken into account for 
funding if your wife should require full time residential care following your death.

Badger 
cull is 
not the 
answer 

I really think it’s time that 
Mr Mills, and his fellow of¬ 
ficers and officials in the 
NFU reconsidered their 
constant pre-occupation 
with badger control and 
used their undoubted influ¬ 
ence to deal with the real 
problem. 

Scotland is officially bo¬ 
vine TB free by using cat¬ 
tle controls only. In Wales, 
they’ve reduced bovine TB 
by almost half in four years 
by being more rigorous on 
testing procedures and cat¬ 
tle movement controls. 

In Southern Ireland, mil¬ 
lions of euros have been 
spent over 10 years killing 
badgers and their bovine 
TB situation is virtually the 
same as Northern Ireland 
where there is no badger 
culling. 

The problem emanates 
from a very poor testing 
system, which identifies 
healthy cattle as having bo¬ 
vine TB and leaves infected 
animals behind where, once 
they become heavily in¬ 
fected (anergic), they can re¬ 
main undetected, but infect 
everything around them, 
until slaughtered for other 
reasons. 

Then there is careless, 
thoughtless and occasion¬ 
ally illegal cattle movements 
which have consequences 
well beyond their local area. 

There’s the problem, Mr 
Mills, and you and your col¬ 
leagues have the influence 
to address it both with your 
members and the wider 
farming community.

IN response to Councillor 
Duncan Kerr the subject of 
pylons and electricity dis¬ 
tribution systems crops up 
regularly. 

I wish to point out most 
of these systems are con¬ 
nected to power stations or 
large-scale distribution net¬ 
works carrying high levels 
of power. 

The visual and financial 
cost could therefore be said 
to be worthwhile, whereas 
networks from Welsh wind 
farms would only carry an 
average of just under 25 per 
cent of plated power rating 
at best. 

Turbines themselves only 
produce power for about 30 
per cent of the time. 

This, to me, seems to 
require an unnecessary fi¬ 
nancial burden and visual 
excrescence for little pur¬ 
pose. 

In practice it seems a less 
obvious 33kV network on 
wooden poles, say, would 
suffice most of the time. 

There are suggestions for 
running cables underground 
but the cost is phenomenal. 

The maintenance lev¬ 
els are high, with a strong 
possibility of breakdowns 
considering there are huge 
electro-mechanical forces 
generated between cables at 
400kV. 

There are extra complica¬ 
tions too in simply running 
these up to full capacity, as 
well as the greater distur¬ 
bance to the land through 
which these would pass.

Genius and songwriter's death

A COMPUTER genius who also 
happened to write one of the most 
popular hits of the sixties has died 
at home in Shropshire. 

Stan Kelly-Bootle wrote the lyrics for 
Cilia Black’s Liverpool Lullaby, better 
known as O You Are a Mucky Kid - but 
he was also an eminent mathematician 
and acknowledged as one of the founding 
fathers of computing. 

He lived with his daughter Michelle Coxon 
in Albert Road, Oswestry, and had done so for 
about six years. 

She said: “He was a true scouser. He loved 
Liverpool Football Club and when he came 
home from hospital just before he died we 
dressed him in his Liverpool scarf and hat. He 
was so pleased to be home . 

“He made people smile with the things that 
he said.” 

His own self-penned epitaph was revealed by 
his son David on the day of his death: “Stan 
died. No flowers or tears”. 

Scouser 

Mrs Coxon said: “We’re not having a fu¬ 
neral. But we’ll hold a wake in his memory in 
the summer.” 

Mr Kelly-Bootle, who died on April 16 aged 
84, had lived most of his life in Liverpool. 

A proud ‘scouser’ and lifelong Liverpool 
Football Club supporter, Mr Kelly-Bootle won 
a place at the grammar school and went on 
to take a first class degree in maths at Cam¬ 
bridge before, after spending two years in the 
Army, gaining a degree in numerical analysis 
and automatic computing in 1954 - the first 
post-graduate computing degree in the world. 

He then worked for IBM in the United 
States and the UK, going on to specialise in 
computer coding for international companies. 

But he was also a singer songwriter who, 
while at Cambridge University, had co-founded 


the St Lawrence Folk Song Society. 

As a folk singer-songwriter, he performed 
under the name Stan Kelly, recording his own 
music but also writing for others including the 
Dubliners. 

His Liverpool Lullaby song was made fa¬ 
mous by Cilia Black when she recorded it 
in 1969. The song is about a working-class 
mother struggling to bring up a child in the 
back streets of the city. The desperate mum 
warns her ‘mucky kid’ that unless he behaves, 
he will ‘gerra belt from your dad’ when he re¬ 


turns from a night in the pub. 

And last year it made headlines again when 
Miss Black performed the song on television as 
part of a celebration of her 50 years in show- 
business and changed that line to ‘you’ll get 
told off by your dad’ to bring it up to date. 

Alongside his songwriting, Mr Kelly-Bootle 
also wrote several books and magazine articles, 
including many serious computer textbooks 
and, with the late Fritz Spiegl, the series of 
Lern Yerself Scouse books. 

Mr Kelly-Bootle was one of the most formi¬ 


dable minds that Liverpool has produced. 

A streetwise scouser from Wavertree he was 
hand-picked to take the first post-graduate 
computing degree anywhere in the world, and 
had a glittering career as a high-flying business 
executive. 

Wearing his mathematician’s hat, Stan 
Bootle was a direct link to the days of Alan Tu¬ 
ring, the man credited with much of the basic 
thought processes behind modern computing. 

He went on to work first for IBM and then 
for Sperry-Univac with one friend remember¬ 


ing him reappearing in Liverpool in the 1960s 
with an open-top Porsche and all the aura of a 
pop star. Easy on a salary of £30,000 - and that 
was in 1964 prices. 

“To talk to him in later life was to risk dis¬ 
missing him as a compulsive name-dropper 
before the realisation grew that yes, he had 
known, befriended and worked with these peo¬ 
ple,” said his daughter Mrs Coxon. 

“Eventually he gave up the business career 
for a writing one, from serious computer text¬ 
books to waspish commentaries.”

SHROPSHIRE’S two councils should not 
merge at any time in the future, according 
to leading Conservatives in the county. 

Shropshire Council leader Councillor 
Keith Barrow and Telford & Wrekin Coun¬ 
cil’s Tory leader Councillor Andrew Eade 
have held discussions about how the coun¬ 
cils can work closer together.

But last week his family were told the 
NHS had declined to fund the procedure. 

His grandmother Margaret Armstrong 
said: “Kailand will be doomed to spend the 
rest of his life in a wheelchair if he does not 
get this operation. 

“He needs a selective dorsal rhizotomy 
(SDR). This is a rare procedure and only two 
hospitals in the UK provide it. 

“Until April 15, his operation on April 29 
at Oswestry was assured. His family had 
booked their flights. His mother and father 
had taken six months off from work. Accom¬ 
modation in Oswestry had been hired. A 
school place had been secured for Kailand’s 
older sister, Kia. 

“Then just a week before Kailand and 
his parents were to fly to the UK, Midlands 
NHS chose to decline to fund this operation. 
This decision goes against the reciprocal 
agreement between the Falklands and the 
NHS.” 

Tim Fernandez, spokesman for NHS Eng¬ 
land, said: “We understand how difficult 
this is and sympathise with the family who 
feel they may benefit from this treatment. 
However the current evidence base does not 
yet demonstrate sufficient effectiveness for 
its routine use.”

Five months after it was found, officers 
say they are no nearer unravelling the his¬ 
tory of the skull, despite intensive forensic 
examination. 

Shocked members of a pheasant shoot 
made the macabre discovery on Sweeney 
Mountain in November. 

West Mercia Police spokesman Richard 
Ewels said: “Carbon dating on the skull has 
proved inconclusive. Further scientific tests 
are now being carried out to help determine 
its age but there is no guarantee of being 
able to establish a precise date.” 

He added: “The skull is thought to be that 
of an adult male and may have been brought 
to this location from elsewhere.” 

No other bones have been found.

Scots girl went all weak at 
the knees for Oswestry man 


HERE it is, as promised . . . the story behind 
how an Oswestry man’s knees won the heart 
of a Scottish girl. 

That Englishman was David Jones, who will be 
known to many folk in the area as coal merchant 
“Davy Jones the Coal”, and is still going strong at 
the age of 92, living at a care home at Gobowen. 


She was Frances Rogers, 
who became his wife. 

Let’s hand over to their 
daughter, Mrs Christine 
Hughes of Whittington. 

“When dad was called up 
during the war, about 1940, 
he did his basic training 
and was sent into the Gor¬ 
don Highlanders. He hasn’t 
any Scottish roots at all,” 
she said. 

“He continued his train¬ 
ing in Inverary and from 
there was sent to Maryhill 
Barracks in Glasgow. 

“He made some very good 
friends. They called him 
‘the English Taffy’ or ‘The 
Boy’ because he had very 
young looks. 

“Mum was a foreman in 
a munitions factory. During 
the war all the entertain¬ 
ment in Glasgow - and my 
mum used to talk about 
this - was 24 hours, because 
there were 24-hour shifts. 

“She would come off the 
night shift, go home, have 
her tea, get changed and go 
out dancing. That’s where

she met Dad. It was in a 
dance hah in the middle of 
Glasgow. 

“When the soldiers went 
out in the evening they had 
to wear their kilts. My mum 
always said she fell for my 
dad’s knees - she said he 
had the nicest knees. She 
said he was ‘a lovely wee 
lad’. 

“He kept that kilt until 
it became motheaten. I re¬ 
member seeing it as a child.” 

Christine thinks her par¬ 
ents married in 1941 before 
he went away to war. 

As Christine explained 
last week, her mother sup¬ 
ported Rangers, while her 
dad supported their great 
Glasgow rivals, Celtic. 

Next week we’ll conclude 
with Mr Jones’s war ex¬ 
periences, his time as an 
Oswestry coal merchant, 
and how he ran Oswestry 
Celtic football team.

Week-long 
crackdown 
on rogue 
traders 

A WEEK-long crackdown 
on rogue traders has taken 
place in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police said 
it spent a week pulling over 
taxis and work vans to check 
them out, while also visiting 
people in isolated communi¬ 
ties to offer advice on how to 
deal with dodgy workmen. 

The force said it was part 
of a drive to eradicate door¬ 
step crime across the region. 

The force, which covers 
towns such as Welshpool, 
Newtown and Llanfair 
Caereinion, said police of¬ 
ficers teamed up with rep¬ 
resentatives from Trading 
Standards to go out on the 
beat. 

Chief Inspector Ross 
Evans, said: “Rogue trad¬ 
ers and pushy doorstep 
sellers are people who prey 
on the most vulnerable peo¬ 
ple within society, conning 
them out of vast sums of 
money which in many cases 
are their life savings, for 
unnecessary and overpriced 
work, often to the detriment 
of the victim’s health. 

“During the week roads 
policing officers carried out 
patrols and vehicle checks 
across the region, stopping 
taxis and other vehicles 
such as those seen to be 
carrying scrap or waste, 
checking the authenticity of 
the load, together with the 
roadworthiness of vehicles 
and the licences of drivers. 
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Plans for 
new health 
centre are 
in motion 

PLANS to build a new 
health centre are “very 
much in motion” a delight¬ 
ed Welsh Assembly Member 
has said. 

Ken Skates, AM for Clwyd 
South, said the progress 
made in bringing the new 
£5.2 million centre to Lla¬ 
ngollen was great news for 
the town. 

Mr Skates, who is based 
in the town, wrote to Betsi 
Cadwaladr University 
Health Board asking for an 
update on the long-awaited 
development after being 
contacted by constituents. 

The health board’s plans 
were approved by Denbigh¬ 
shire County Council in 
February and include new 
GP services, midwifery and 
social care at the site of the 
former River Lodge hotel on 
the A539, which was bought 
by the Welsh Government 
in 2007 before plans to lease 
it as martial arts centre fell 
through. 

Mr Skates, said: “Work 
on clearing parts of the 
River Lodge site has already 
begun and surveys are being 
carried out, and work is ex¬ 
pected start properly in 
early June. 

“This is fantastic news 
for Llangollen and coincides 
with a number of other pro¬ 
jects which mark the start of 
an exciting new chapter for 
the town.” 


Councillors oppose plan 
for new village homes 


PARISH councillors say they oppose plans to 
further develop an area of land in St Martins 
for low cost housing. 

An area of land at Bower Farm in the village is 
already being developed to produce 12 affordable 
rented homes. 

Groups including The Wrekin Housing Trust, Shropshire 
Council, parish councillors and a community group com¬ 


prising villagers have been 
involved in bringing that 
project forward. 

A separate planning appli¬ 
cation has now been lodged 
with Shropshire Council by 
applicants CGL Homes Ltd 
for outline permission to 
develop a further part of the 
land at Bower Farm. 

A design and access 
statement in support of 
the bid said since the first 
development got underway 
the applicant has received a 
number of inquiries for low 
cost housing to buy. 

The statement said if the 
second application was given 
the go-ahead a percentage 
of affordable housing would 
also be provided to comply 
with planning policy. 

It said: “The landowner 
published proposals for 
open market housing on 
the whole of the land and 
met with the parish coun¬ 
cil. After considering all the 
other potential development 
sites in the parish they de-

cided against putting the 
land forward as a preferred 
option despite the SAMDev 
assessment of the land being 
positive. 

“Subsequently after ne¬ 
gotiations with Wrekin 
Housing Trust a planning 
submission was made for 
the development of a smaller 
part of the site to include a 
mixed development of social 
rented properties. 

“The grant of planning 
permission and the ongoing 
construction on part of the 
site has left this parcel of 
land completely surrounded 
by housing.” 

However the plans have 
not found favour with mem¬ 
bers of St Martins Parish 
Council which opposes the 
application as it states it 
will be for lower cost market 
housing. 

“The council strongly 
objects unless the site is 
an exception site for social 
housing only.”

A report from planners says the plans will 
retain the pub and will also bring about a 
new access for vehicles and alterations to 
the existing pub car park arrangements. 

The planners’ report says although the 
parish council “strongly supports” the re¬ 
tention of the pub as an important commu¬ 
nity facility in the centre of the village it 
had various reservations about the homes 
proposal. 

The parish council says the pub site was 
not identified as a suitable area for devel¬ 
opment under the Kinnerley Parish Neigh¬ 
bourhood Plan. 

In its objection letter the parish council 
adds: “The pub occupies a key and promi¬ 
nent location in the centre of Kinnerley and 
faces the village green and adjacent church. 

Among the public’s objections are worries 
about the impact the homes will have on a 
nearby Grade II listed historic church. 

The north planning meeting will be held 
at Shewsbury’s Shirehall on May 6, starting 
at 2pm.

Paterson in 
pledge over 
badger cull 

The controversial badger cull in Eng¬ 
land has not been called off and will be 
rolled out across the country, including 
Shropshire, once a second round of pilot 
culls has gone ahead, according to Envi¬ 
ronment Secretary Owen Paterson. 

The North Shropshire MP has pledged 
to continue the cull to bring the spread 
of bovine TB under control. 

In an interview with the Shropshire 
Star, he spoke of his frustration at the 
delay to the roll-out of the cull, which he 
said was necessary to combat the “dev¬ 
astating” impact of TB on farmers. He 
said the number of new cases of TB was 
doubling every nine years and that more 
than 32,000 cows had been slaughtered 
across Britain last year alone. 

It comes after the Government was ac¬ 
cused of a U-turn earlier this year, when 
it decided not to extend the pilots to the 
rest of England. 

The cull, which began last autumn, 
aimed to control the spread of bovine TB 
by killing at least 70 per cent of the badg¬ 
ers in pilot zones in west Somerset and 
west Gloucestershire. An independent 
expert panel appointed by the Depart¬ 
ment for Environment, Food & Rural 
Affairs showed that both areas failed to 
reach these targets and the Government 
decided not to roll out the culls. 

But Mr Paterson said: “This is not a 
postponement, it is a delay. 

“I feel bitterly disappointed that we 
can not go any faster with this. We are 
delaying so that we can learn from the 
lessons of the pilots and move forward. 
I want to see 

“I know that the farmers in the TB 
affected areas of Ellesmere and all down 
the Shropshire Marches are upset that 
the culls have been delayed and I under¬ 
stand this.”

AT less than £9,495 on the road, 
there can’t be many better buys 
than the Dacia Duster - quite 
simply the biggest car you’ll get 
for that money. 

When you’re spending that sort of 
cash you don’t expect too much in the 
way of luxury so it’s no surprise to find 
the model a little on the rough-and- 
ready side.

With Renault badging, Duster has taken 
the group forward in its international mar¬ 
kets and has a severe cold climate version 
for Russia, a flex-fuel version for Brazil and 
a right-hand drive version for India. 

Most options in the SUV range come 
with soft suspension and the Duster is no 
different. 

The penalty for the low price though is 
a lack of refinement when it comes to road 
handling, with a noisy ride and lots of vi¬ 
brating bits.

There’s no denying you get plenty for the 
money, but I would be concerned about 
depreciation levels and trade-in values.

headache this week with 
their last league outing at 
Carmarthen Town, due to 
be played last Saturday, be¬ 
ing rearranged for Tuesday 
night after being postponed 
at the last minute due to a 
waterlogged pitch. 

With one eye on the cup 
final, the Saints suffered a 
1-0 loss in West Wales to end 
the championship winning 
season on a losing note, and 
Darlington admitted having 
to play during the week was 
not the ideal build-up for 
Saturday’s showpiece cup 
final at Wrexham’s Race¬ 
course (3pm). 

Plans 

“It was very frustrating 
to get to Carmarthen last 
Saturday and find the pitch 
waterlogged,” he said. 

“It’s almost May, and it’s 
not good enough having a 
game called off due to the 
weather. 

“Having to play the game 
on Tuesday meant our 
preparations went out of 
the window. We had planned 
for a free week to train from 
Monday to Friday, but that 
did not materialise, so we 
then had to change our 
plans at the last minute. 

“It was not ideal, we’ll 
only have one full train¬ 
ing session with the whole 
squad on Friday, but we’ve 


just got to get on with it the 
best we can.” 

The Saints management 
faced a dilemma over what 
team to select for their last 
league game, as they want¬ 
ed to avoid any injuries, but 
also knew it was important 
to keep players match fit. In 
the end, several of the club’s 
young guns featured. 

“It was a difficult one,” 
added Darlington. “Play¬ 
ers need a rest, but at the 
same time need to stay 
match sharp, while it was 
important we respected the 
league. 

“With the Welsh Cup fi¬ 
nal our priority, the game 
against Carmarthen was 
flat from our point of view 
as we had to look after our¬ 
selves and it was a case of 
getting through it without 
any injuries, and not to 
waste any needless energy.” 

The Saints will be mind¬ 
ful of the threat posed by 
an in-form Aberystwyth 
side who drew 2-2 with the 
champions earlier in the 
season at home. The two 
teams are the highest scor¬ 
ers in the league, which 
should provide an exciting 
and open final. 

“To win the Welsh Cup to 
add the league would make 


it a fantastic season for the 
club, that is our focus,” said 
Darlington. 

“Aber will go into the 
game with no pressure as 
they have already qualified 
for Europe just by reach¬ 
ing the final and it’s got 
the makings of a very good 
game. 

“We lost in the semi-fi¬ 
nal last season, which still 
hurts, so it’s nice go one bet¬ 
ter this season and everyone 
now wants to finish the job.” 

Aberystwyth’s hopes of 
cup success have been hit 
as they could be without a 
recognised goalkeeper after 
Mike Lewis sustained an 
ankle ligament injury a cou¬ 
ple of weeks back. 

With Lewis doubtful, de¬ 
fender Peter Hoy, who has 
taken the gloves in the last 
two games, may again be 
forced to stand in.
